People with different sorts of grey matter are not deposited 
about the country according to small and large centres of 
population, therefore books with different sorts of content 
cannot be deposited according to varying sizes of libraries. 
The price of a volume may affect the budget but it has no 
connection with the individual need which is the raison d’ etre 
for the existence of librarians. The restriction should be merely 
that against over-specialization in any one subject; the selection 
should not be for a research library in the technical sense of the 
word.”—From a paper by Isabella M. Cooper, editor A. L. A.
